Cooke, of Franklin, inviting a con- 
ference of the creditors of the State 
with the Joint Committee on Public 
Debt, to be held in this city on the 
l4ih of January. The resolution 
created much discussion and was 
finally adopted by a vote of 30 to 15. 
The debate evidenced the fact that 
the Senate is determined to meet the 
question of the State debt fairly and 
squarely, and will make the most 
liberal offer possible to the creditors.

Then as to the unconstitutionality, 

Article 3, section 15, of the Consti- 
tution reads: .Zhe officers mentioned 
in this article shall, at stated periods, 
shall receive for Ywir,, services 
a compensation to be establish- 
ed by law, which shall neither be in- 
creased nor diminished during 
the lime for. which they 
have been elected, andthe Officers 
shail receive no other emoument or 
allowance whatever. ‘Che Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction is 
named as one of these offieers, and 
when our present Superintendent 
took upon himself the duties and was 
inducted into his vifice, there were 
certain duties marked out for him, as 
shown in chapier 78 of Battle’s Re- 
visal, and there was at the same time 
a certain 6u him for the 
performance of these duties, as shown 
also in chapter 105 of Battie’s Re- 
Visal. 

Long before he went jut» office, 
and long before he assuapedes the res- 
ponsibilities of his office, and which 
wasthe same when he took it, the 
law made certain duties for him to 
perform, allowed him a certain 
amount for performing said du- 
ties, and the Constitution steps in 
right then and there and says * his 
selary shall not be doninighed, nor 
shall he receive any other emolument 
or allowance’? Whatever during his 
term of office. The language of the 
Constitution is plain and pointed, loo 
much so, I think, to be mistaken by 
any one. In the same clause of the 
Constitution there is a protection 
given both to the office holder and 
to the people who have him to pay. 
It says in effect that the Legislature 
shall not have the power to force 
him to take less ior his services Luan 
what was stipulated when he took 
upon himself the burdens of his of- 
fice, and that the people should not 
be compelled to pay him more than

sidered for the adjustment of the 
public debt. The said committee to 
meet in Raleigh on the 14th of Janu- 
ary next, inviting the bondholders 
= creditors to meet them at that 

me. 

Mr. Peebles opposed the resolution; 
he favored the proposition made yes- 
terday by the Joint Committee on 
Public Debt to offer a compromise to 
the creditors of the State, but he did 
not think the conference proposed 
would accomplish any good. 

Mr. Cooke thought the credifors 
had a right to be consulted in the 
matter, and that a conference with 
them might enlighten them as tothe 
exact condition of the State, and 
thus enable the creditors to act with 
better knowledge in accepting any 
proposition that might be made. 

Mr. Waring said it was the inten- 
tion of the Committee to make a fix- 
ed policy for the State in regard to 
her public debt. To authorize this 
conference would make of no avail 
the labor of the Committee that yes- 
terday reported. The former Legis- 
latures had tampered with this ques- 
tion—and the pre:ent Assembly must 
meet the issue fairly and squarely, 
make the best proposition it could to 
the creditors,and go back totheircon- 
stituents and tell them that a settle- 
ment had been madeof the State 
debt and ber honor and reputation 
sustained—the people would sustain 
the Legislature and would willingly 
stand the additional taxation incur- 
red thereby.

Foreign News. 

BERLIN, Dec. 17.—It is rumored 
that Bismarck regards the action of 
Reichstag yesterday in voting that, 
in order to uphold its dignity, the 
Constitution should be amended so as 
to prevent the arrestof a Deputy dur- 
ing a session, as equivalent to a vote 
of want of confidence, and is determ 
ined toresign. It is further said that 
in consequence of this view of the 
Chancellor, the resolution will be 
modified at to-day’s sitting of Reich- 
stag.
